Informality was the keynote of 
the Father Falter Post’s pre- 
Thanksgiving party. Streamer 
Kelly’s songs and Tiger Mc- 
Grath’s speeches were high 
lights. The sound of the gavel 
was not unlike that of empty 
glass on table top. When toast- 
master Guckien, trying to com- 
mand attention to introduce a 
new speaker, shouted “Order,” 
the vets shouted back, “Beers!” 


Respected by everyone with 
whom he came into contact, Fathei 
will be remembered not only foi 
his brilliance in the knowledge of 
the classical languages, but for the 
humor and wit which was at his im- 
mediate disposaL This was used to 
great advantage in establishing in- 
formality in all his classes and in 
putting his students at ease. 

Born in Garret, Ind., in 1895, of 
Polish immigrant-parents, Father 
Paluszek, after attending St. 
Joseph’s School in Garrett, came to 
Collegeville, received further educa- 
tion at St. Charles’ Seminary, Car- 
thagena, Ohio, and was ordained to 
the priesthood in May, 1921. 

Only last May Father Paluszak 
celebrated the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of his ordination. The 
Most Rev. John G. Bennett, Bishop 
of the Lafayette Diocese, and an 
alumnus, presided at the Solemn 
Mass of Thankgiving. 

Two Tears in Parish House 

After his ordination Father did 
p arish work for over two years, 
following which he taught at St. 
Charles Seminary for two more 
years. As a member of the faculty 
here from „ 1925-’31 he served as 
dean of men. 

Studying four years at the Catho- 
lic University of America, Wash- 
ington, D. C-, he acquired his doc- 
torate in 1935 with Latin as his 
major subject. He dwelled upon the 
subjunctive in St. Augustine for 
his doctor’s dissertation. In 1935 
Father returned to Collegeville, 
where he remained up until the 
time of his death. He served as 
coach of the golf team for several 
years. 

On Thursday morning the Solemn 
funeral Mass was held here with 
the Most Rev. Bishop again pre- 
siding. The burial took place at 
St. Charles Seminary on Friday 
after another funeral Mass there. 
Surviving Father Paluszak are five 
brothers and three sisters; two of 
the latter are nuns in the Society 
of the Most Precious Blood. 


Appearing as the first speaker 
on the newly inaugurated Com- 
merce Club Lecture Series, Dr. 
Waldemar Gurian, professor of 
political science at the University 
of Notre Dame, Notre Dame, Ind., 
gave as his topic “The Soviet Union 
in World Affairs.” The lecture was 
delivered last Monday evening in 
the college theatre. 

Beginning with a brief history of 
Russia from the time of World 
War I up to the present day, Dr. 
Gurian narrated the main incidents 


pertinent to conditions in the mod- 
ern USSR. In this background of 
events he spoke of the rise of Sta- 
lin, a comparative unknown who, 
after the death of leader Lenin in 
1924, won the election handily from 
the famous Leon Trotsky and hence 
became the leader of the USSR, a 
position which he holds today.

Todd Duncan, who has given up his career as a voice teacher more 
than once to go on concert tours, will appear on the campus stage Dec. 16. 
Mr. Duncan claims that his profession ih his hobby. Those who have 
heard him are of the opinion that he should stick to his hobby and make 
it his life’s work. - 

Although he is better known as 
a singer, Todd Duncan is also classi- 
fied as a magnificent actor. How- 
ever, he doesn’t look upon himself 
as an actor. Instead, acting to him 
is just something incidental to a 
career which is fundamentally de- 
dicated to music. 

Mr. Duncan made a rapid rise to 
fame in 1935 when he played Porgy 
in the original production of Porgy 
and Bess. Upon the show’s com- 
pletion he resumed his academic 
work. This was interrupted when 
the stage called again. 

Mr. Duncan and his family went 
to England, where he appeared with 
Leslie Banks and Edna Best in The 
Sun Never Sets, by the late Edgar 
Wallace. The play was a success 
and ran for eighteen months at the 
Drury Lane. On his return to Amer- 
ica he was engaged for the role of 
the Lawd’s General in Cabin in the 
Sky with Ethel Waters. 

In the latter part of 1941 the 
baritone went back to his original 
role of Porgy. For ten months 
he sang to packed houses in New 
York, then started on a transcon- 
tinental tour that lasted a year.

Not Willing for Open War 
' On the subject of possibilities of 
war with Russia, Dr. Gurian said* 
“Obviously, they are not willing to 
provoke an open war, for Russia 
has suffered so much during World 
War II and is technically and in- 
dustrially so far behind the United 
States that" she would not have too 
much chance in the event of a mili- 
tary conflict .” -
